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Self-Evaluation 


This week of evaluation 
and study of Augusta Mili- 
tary by a group of men from 
outside the school has several 
values for all of us. It is easy 
for any individual or group 
of individuals to become sat- 
isfied and complacent with 
themselves. This is not neces- 
sarily a fault, but merely a 
natural outcome of being in- 
volved in a particular situa- 
tion to such a degree that one 
does not always see the faults 
that may be very obvious to 
someone from the outside. 


This, then, is the purpose 
of the evaluation: to have 
someone show us where we 
can imbrove our methods, 
our facilities — in fact, every 
phase of life at Augusta. 
They. the evaluators, are bet- 
ter able than we ourselves to 
look obiectively at our school 
and tell us what is good and 
what needs to be improved. 


Many, many months of 
self-evaluation preceded this 
week of outside evaluation. 
Many people spent many 
hours taking abart and ana- 
lyzing every phase of Augus- 
ta Military Academy. Where 
it was found that we thought 
we were at fault or needed 
improvement, every effort 
was made to remedy the situ- 
ation. Every teacher evaluat- 
ed himself; he studied care- 
fully his procedures. his in- 
terest, and his background. 
Here, also, where improve- 
ments were desireable or nec- 
essary, they were made. 


The value of a self-evalua- 
tion, be it of a school such as 
AMA or be it an indwidual 
taking stock of himself, can- 
not be overrated. None of us 
is so good that there is no 
room for improvement. Tak- 
ing stock of one’s assets and 
debits now, while there is 
still time for improvement, 
will be of lasting value. How 
often we say about last year, 
How I wish I had learned to 
study!” How often has some- 
body said, “I wish I could 
read faster.” Isn’t it true that 
we are constantly seeing 
something about ourselves 
that we wish we could im- 
prove, but just can’t seem to 
get around to it? 


We are preparing for a 
lifetime. A knowledge of 
oneself, the good points and 
the bad ones, is one giant step 
toward a happier and easier 
time. One must self-evaluate 
and snspect oneself often. 


Am I doing the best work 
that I can possibly do? If not, 
why not? Am I being a good 
roommate, friend, or class- 
mate? If not, why not? The 
why’s and why not’s are the 
hardest parts of this evalua- 
tion of the self. It is easier to 
say simply that “TI don’t 
know; Vl try to do better” 
than it is to go straight to the 
reasons for the fault and cor- 
rect them.
